ronfous work. Beginning at 2 p. m.
the copvention transacted ftg business
and was ready to adjourn three hours
later, The nomipation of Court Com-
missloner John B Barnes for assock
ste justice of the supreme court had
for weeks been forecasted and his se.
lection was more in the neture of a
ratification than a contest. The two
successful candidates for regents of
the university, Charles 8. Allen and
W. 0. Whitmore, were nominated oo
the first formal ballot, Presldent
Roosevelt recelved hearty commenda-
tion and a declaration was made for
hig renomination.

The unexpected feature of the con-
vention was the adoption by unani
mous vote of a resolution declaring
John L, Webster of Omaha, one of the
delegates to the convention, to be the
cholee of Nebraska Republicans for
vice president in 1904, The resolution
was offered just before the convention
was about to adjourn and was received
with enthusiasm.
